Fire- 
men were pumping, watching the 
shaft opening tensely, ready to at- 
tack any fire that reached the sur- 
face and threatened the sheds at 
the mouth. Suddenly the elevator 
bell rang, the cage ran up and 
grimy faces appeared. 

A tremendous shout went up, and 
firemen and rescuers rushed to the 
entrance of the pit. Again the, 
cage dropped, brought up another 
group, then a third time to hoist a 
load, 

Story of Survivor. 

John Yurgen, one of the 
workers, told of the horrible night 
in the tunnel. They had sought 
refuge in the eastern air chamber 
when the fire drove them back 
from the shaft last night. There 
in the little 22-foot square room 
they spent the night, some praying, 
singing at times, some even sleep- 
ing. 

Through the long hours of wait- 
ing for rescue they had received 
fresh air pumped from the surface, 
and the smoke that had seeped in 
at first was forced out. Toward 9 
a. m. the air supply failed, and the 
prisoners knew they must make a 
break for the shaft or die of suf- 
focation behind the bulkhead. 

Making ready, holding their 
breaths as long as fhey could, they 
pushed open the door and dashed 
for the shaft, now clearing of gas. 
They rang for the elevator cage. 
These survivors were certain all in 
their bulkhead had escaped and 
that oy had taken refuge in the 
westerr § afety chamber. , 

Rescuers worked at a desperate 
pace all through the night and this 
morning. So intense was the heat 
in the tunnel, however, that the 
men were forced to stop their 
search for half an hour, after 
which they renewed it with in- 
creased vigor.

NEW COAST-TO-COAST AIR 
MAIL IN LESS THAN A DAY 


for 

Next Week to Consume 23 Hours 
and 57 Minutes. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, April 14.—Three 
minutes less than 24 hours will be 
required for coast-to-coast mail 
service, beginning one. week from 
yesterday. The VPostoffice Depart- 
ment announces a new schedule 
whereby pouches leaving Newark, 
N. J., westbound at 10:45 a. m. 
will land at Los Angeles at 7:42 
the next morning. Allowing for 
the three hours’ difference in time, 
the trip actually will consume 23 
hours and 57 minutes. 

For the next few months, postal 
officials said, passengers will 
be carried over that portion of the 
route requiring night flying. The 
cut in flying time is said to have 
been made possible by use of planes 
capable of maintaining an average 
speed of 140 miles an hour from 
Kansas City to Los Angeles.

In Oviedo the purple, yellow and 
red flag of the Spanish Republic 
was unfurled in City Council meet- 
ing, probably its first public dis- 
play since the Republic of 1873.

Two hours before the annual 
stockholders’ meeting was held 
this afternon, the minority group 
obtained a restraining order from 
Vice Chancellor Backes. The or- 
der forbids the stockholders’ meet- 
ing to make an official record of 
any action it may take concerning 
the bonus; but it stipulates that 
the stockholders may vote on the 
proposition and that the result of 
the vote—be it for or against— 
may be filed with the secretary of 
the meeting, but it must not appear 
in the minutes until it has been 
approved by the court.

And Popular With His People

sination as one of the prices of his 
position. ‘‘But,” he said once, “that 
price does not include my courage. 
They may kill me, but if they 
should make me afraid—Ah.. That 
indeed would be a calamity.” 


At the close of 1930, when, after 
a year of threatening revolution, a 
plot for a general revolt had been 
sprung and suppressed, he was 
credited with repeating what he 
had often said before: “I will nev- 
er abandon my throne! I may die 
fighting, but I will die a King!” 

This bravery was coupled with a 
love for sports, an engaging per- 
sonality, and a democratic attitude, 
the whole serving to give him a 
big popular following in his own 
domain and to win for him much 
admiration among other peoples. 

Literally. born to the crown—he 
was the posthumous son of Alfon- 
so XII—Alfonso XIII ascended on 
his sixteenth birthday a throne re- 
stored only since his father had 
been crowned at the same age. 
The throne remained shaky through 
the years. In fact, on the very 
day that he was crowned, secret 
police thwarted a plot to assas- 
sinate the boy king. arresting the 
ring-leaders and obtaining confes- 
sions from them. 

Many Times Target of Assassins. 

Seven times afterward he was 
the target of assassins.. He had 
numerous escapes also in_ polo, 
breakneck-speed motoring and 
other ‘sports, but never suffered se- 
rious injury on any of these oc- 
casions. 

The actual attempts 
life were: 

June 18, 1903—A lunatic shot at 
Alfonso and his mother as they 
were leaving a church in Madrid. 

May 31, 1905—-While Alfonso, as 
a guest of the French nation, was

July 9, 1908—A bomb was hurled 
at the King in Barcelona. He. had 
been advised not to visit that city 
as it had become a hotbed of anti- 
monarchial elements, but he had 
replied: “I am the King of all 
Spain; when I become afraid to 
visit any part of the country it will 
be time for me to quit.” 


Jan. 5, 1911—Explosion of a 
bomb in a crowd surrounding the 
King at Malaga killed and wound- 
ed a number of persons, but Al- 
fonso was unharmed. 

April 13, 1913—Rafael Sanchez 
Allegro, an anarchist, fired three 
shots at the King as the monarch 
rode through Madrid after a pub- 
lic ceremony. The bullets missed 
Alfonso. Without hesitancy he 
turned his horse and rode down 
the man. 

Bombed on His Wedding Day. 

The most spectacular attempt to 
assassinate Alfonso was on May 3i, 
1906, the day of his wedding to the 
English Princess, Victoria Eugenia 
Ena of Battenberg. It happened 
while the royal newly-weds, follow- 
ing a $10,000,000 marriage cere- 
mony, were proceeding trom the 
ancient Church of San Geronimo to 
the royal palace. A powerful bomb

‘came hurtling from a third-story 


window. It was hidden in a bou- 
quet of flowers, but struck a wire 
in its flight and was deflected from 
its target. 

It fell so close to the royal coach 
that one of the white horses was 
killed and the coach itself was 
damaged. The terrific explosion 
killed 24 spectators and wounded 
80 others. 

A spiinter hit one of the decora- 
tions on the King’s breast. His 
first act was to shield his bride. 
He soothed her fright and escorted 
to another carriage, crossing 


himself in prayer for the dead and

The King, grave and _ sober,

Orleans, Alfonso’s cousin, distin- 
guished as an aviator, Their des- 
tination was a closely guarded se- 
cret, but among the places where 


it was thought they might be go- 


ing were Barcelona or Cadiz, 
Spanish seaports; Paris, Lisbon or 
(Dispatches receive: 
in London said Alfonso would sail 
from Portugal to England), 


The Republican Government, 
with Niceto Alcala Zamora as 
President, took over immediately. 

Somebody suggested to the 
King that, for his own safety, he 
should wear a disguise as he left 
the country. The King, the re- 
port said, refused to adopt this 
expedient. 


It was reported that the Queen 
and the rest of the family were 
planning to leave Madrid tomor- 
row morning. As the King left, 
his friends said, he bade them al! 
““Good-by until we return.” 

The monarch, who was born a 
King and had _ reigned in the 
ancient Spanish Capital more than 
a quarter of a century, this after- 
noon bowed to the sweeping de- 
mands for a republic that his stb- 
jects voiced last Sunday, and 
stepped out. 

Niceto Alcala Zamora, Republi- 
can leader, who not so many 
weeks ago was in jail for hig ac- 
tivities, is Provisional President. 

Although the King’s abdication 
has been an unquestioned out- 
come of the political crisis for the 
last few days, it was not until the 
last moment.that he stepped from 
power. 

Zamora Sends Ultimatum, 

At 4:45 p. m., Zamora had 
found it necessary to send an ul- 
timatum to the King’s Ministers 
saying that unless a republic were 
formally accepted within an hour, 
the Republicans would not be re- 
sponsible for the consequences. 

Zamora called Gen. Sanjuro to 
bead the civil guards aud gave 
him orders as to what steps to 
take if trouble appeared. 

Fifteen minutes after the giti- 
matum had expired the abdieation

In that time Spain was outwardly 
tranquil for the most part but, as 
events proved, it was only re- 
pressed.

Gen. Berenguer as Premier. 

Gen. Damaso Berenguer, who 
succeeded to the nominal premier- 
ship, took the lid off by restoring 
freedom of speech and lightening 
censorship of the press. Repub- 
lican and other liberal leaders who 
had been exiled since 1923 came 
back and a flood of agitation 
against monarchical institutions 
was released. Strikes, student agi- 
tations ané similar demonstrations 
flared up and in December, 1930, 
there was an Open attempt at rev- 
olution.

Later the 
Czar, who was of the Romanoff 
family, and his wife and children 
were executed while prisoners. A 
republican government was estab- 


lished which became the present | 


Union of Socialist Soviet Republics. 

The Austro-Hungary empire was 
next split up, a republic being pro- 
claimed in Austria Noy. 12, 1918, 
und Hungary being proclaimed an 
independent republic four days la- 
iter. Emperor Charles, a Hapsbursg, 
yave up the throne after a revo- 
lution in Hungary. The present 
regent of Hungary, is Nicholas 
Hiorthy de Nagybanya and Aus- 
tria’s President is Dr. Wilhelm 
Miklas. Hungary, however, ig still 
a monarchy in form, though no 
King has been selected. 

Wilhelm IT, the last of the 
Hohenzollerns, abdicated as Em- 
peror of the Germans on Nov. 9, 
1918, two days before the end of 
the World War, after a revolution 
broke out in Germany. He fled to 
Holland, where he still is an exile 
at Doorn. His departure was fol- 
lowed by establishment of a re- 
public with Friedrich Ebert as 
first President. Gen. Paul von 
Hindenburg, Germany’s World War 
leader, is present head of the Gov- 
ernment, 

Passing of the Sultans, 

Turkey was next to undergo a 
change, with the passing of the last 
eg Mohammed VI. On Nov. 1, 

922, the Grand National Assembly 
vt tes the office of Sultan had 
ceased to exist, and three days la- 
ter the administration of Constan- 
tinople (now Istanbul) passed into 
the hands of the Angora Gov- 
ernment. On Oct. 29, 1923, the 
Nationalist leader, Ghazi Mustapha 
Kemal Pasha, was elected first 
President, and the next year the 
Turkish Caliphate was abolished 
and all members of the House of 
Osman were exiled and deprived of 
‘Turkish citizenship. Mustapha 
Kemal Pasha is still President. 

Greece was the last of the seven 
to give up the crown, a_ republic 
being established by a plebiscite on 
April 13, 1924. Georgos II was the 
last of the Kings, but he had been 
forced into exile the previous De- 
cember.

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GERMAN SLAYER TELLS JURY 
HOW HE KILLED 9 PERSONS

DUESSELDORF, Germany, April 
14.—A small, slightly  corpulent 
man told a jury yesterday how he 
committed nine murders. 

Numerous European crime ex- 
perts are attending the trial of 
the 47-year-old worker, Peter 
Kuerten. He has confessed nearly 
100 crimes ranging from arson and 
burglary to murder. Nothing in 
his outward appearance indicated 
he was a murderer except occa- 
sional flickering of the eyes and 
fluttering hands which the observ- 
ers said betrayed his “lust to kill.” 

Kuerten’s victims were of both 
sexes and of various ages. Hix 
weapons were scissors, hammer or 
a dagger, as well as his own hands 
with which “he strangled several] 
persons. Asked for details of his 
acts, he said: “It just came over 
me, and I struck.”’ 

The defendant is married and for 
a time lived in Thuringia. Later 
he moved to Duesseldorf because, 
he said, his irresistible impulse to 
kill could be satisfied more safely 
in a large town.

What St. Louis Workers Are Thinking. 
Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

T the meeting of civic leaders held at 
A the Odeon, veiled statements were 
made by some of the speakers that the 
failure to raise the $300,000 might pos- 
sibly mean social unrest. As proof that 
the speakers were not exaggerating, will 
you allow me to state some of the re- 
marks that I hear every day among my 
fellow workmen in one of St. Louis’ larg- 
est manufacturing plants? 

First, statements by certain bankers 
and men like Julius H. Barnes of the 
United States Chamber of Commerce— 
that wage reductions are necessary—are 
creating intense bitterness among the 
men; then President Hoover's statement 
that he was pleased that wages gener- 
ally had been maintained during the de- 
pression brings from the men the remark 
that the President doesn’t know what is 
happening, or at least his St. Louis ad- 
visers are lying down on the job. 

Did not the shoe trade, our largest in- 
dustry, reduce wages 12% per cent 
in spite of the fact that every large shoe 
concern in St. Louis had a good year in 
1930? But with the threat of transfer- 
ring the business to the country factory, 
the manufacturers easily put the reduc- 
tion over. It is a well known fact that 
many other St. Louis factories have 
made from 10 per cent to 15 per cent 
wage reductions. 

These lowered wages, together with 
short working time, are causing intense 
bitterness among the men. 

If you could hear these men today and 
remember them as I knew them 25 
years ago, you would never think you 
were in the same United States. 

Strangely, it is not among the younger 
men that the feeling is bitterest, but it is 
among the men of middle age that hope- 
lessness is greatest, realizing that they 
i. are fast approaching the age when they 
€ will no longer be needed in modern in- 
; dustry. ‘They look at the future and in- 

deed feel desperate. 
~ Unless several times $300,000 is 

raised to care for those in dire need, civic 
leaders can indeed be anxious about the 
future. American workers are made of 
different stuff than those of the older 
countries of the world, and, although 
they may suffer for a while, they will 
never sit idly by and see their families 
starve. 
These depressing days call for careful, 
tactful and sympathetic leadership, and 
unless it is furnished by our trained 
thinkers, the men, themselves, will raise 
up their own leaders with all the un- 
happy results that untrained leadership, 
however zealous, is apt to bring in its 
train.

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RED TAPE IN INSURANCE REFUNDS. 

A reader sends us a letter he received from a fire 
insurance company notifying him that he is entitled 
to an “apparent refund” of 85 cents under the 10 per 
cent rate reduction of 1922, ordered by the Missouri 
Insurance Department. In order to collect the re- 
fund, however, he is asked to furnish the following 
information: 

If you make such demand, in order that it may 
be verified, it is proper that you furnish provuf 
that you are the insured named in the above 
policy and are the party entitled to refund. There- 
fore, we suggest that in making your written de- 
mand you state the date on which the policy took 
effect, the date of its expiration, the amount of 
the policy, the amount of the premium stated . 
therein, the kind of property insured and its Io- 
cation; also that the original premium was paid 
and that the policy was not assigned, reduced in 
amount or canceled. ° 
Our correspondent avers that he would like to get 
the refund, but that he is unable to supply the in- 
formation requested. He asks us to throw away the 
insurance company’s letter and adds: “I have kissed 
the 85 cents good-by.” It is only fair to say that not 
all insurance companies have unrolled the red tape 
in this fashion, but that any of them should make it 
difficult for policy holders to get the money to which 
they are entitled is inexcusable.

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GOV. EMMERSON: THE PEOPLE DON’T KNOW WHAT’S GOOD FOR THEM. 
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Shall We Fight a Foreign Trade War? 


Aggressive expansion of U. S. exports would mean lower wages and living standards 
here, with higher tariff walls abroad; we might wreck England and Germany in 
trade war, but loss would surpass gain; capitalism could not withstand the shock, 
and communism would triumph; our security lies in developing domestic field.

HAT is the probable effect of forcing 
W aggressive expansion of foreign ex- 

ports, regardless of whether we have 
great natural or management advantages, 
and without asking whether the proposed 
exports are in special lines, like equipment, 
where the foreign demand will be large 
and persistent? 
The effect on our wages will be adverse. 
Static or lower standards of living in this 
country will fellow. There are already many 
signs of-an effort to reduce wages to help 
éxports. Tariffs here and abroad will rise 
higher and higher. We shall be in bitter 
competition with the most powerful indus- 
trial nations of the world, with their lower 
standard of living and with conditions 
abroad which will lead to the most dis- 
astrous type of competition. 
If we are going to compete on a large 
scale abroad, we should go at once on a 
free trade basis and take the social] conse- 
quences, both in distressed or bankrupt in- 
dustries and in wage scales throughout our 
industry based entirely on relative world- 
wide efficiency. Our most efficient in- 
dustries with large relative advantages 
would expand their markets, and our in- 
dustries which have little or no advantage 
would disappear. We should gradually turn 
more.and more of our labor and capital to 
mass production, until most of our business 
is concentrated in a few great products. At 
any time Europe could destroy our principal 
market by developing mass production in- 
dustries behind tariff walls, as we once de- 
veloped our industries behind tariff walls, 
but in the near future this is unlikely. They 
would presumably prefer the freé access to 
our market which we should have given. 
me oe “€ 


But there is no chance that we shall go 
on practically a free trade basis or that 
Europe will. Nor shall we plan consciously 
to reduce our wage scales. The recommenda- 
tions are wholly unrealistic. Stability is too 
important. So far as we think problems 
through, we shall attempt to maintain and 
shall do our best to increase American 
standards of living without first destroying 
most of our small industries. 

In my judgment, as a matter of general 
policy for the coming generation, our ef- 
forts to expand our exports should be con- 
centrated on the export of technology, man- 
agement and a limited amount of capital. 
Such a policy would in itself lessen the 
strain on international movements of gold 
and credit. It would also avoid upsetting 
our whole economy. Exports of capital 
should be limited to capital represented by 
well protected securities. The capital ex- 
ported should be for use in ways which aid 
in improving production abroad. Our aim 
should be to help, not to compete. 

Suppose, however, that we decide to carry 
water on both shoulders, and to exclude 
competition here by means of tariffs while 
at the same time we compete with England 


and the,

| we could, in this middle period, defeat En- 
| gland and Germany. We should have to 
| stop the increase or even attempt the re- 
duction of real wages here, for the price 
competition would be severe, but our ad- 
vantages are great. Nevertheless, we can- 
not afford to bankrupt England and Ger- 
many by selling the products of our labor 
and capital for foreign securities. We need 
England and Germany more than we could 
hope to profit from their destruction. 

Here the Russian situation enters. Sup- 
pose 10, 15 or 20 years from now, the 
Soviet autocrocy, largely through carrying 
out ideas developed by individualistic socie- 
ties, is suddenly able to raise substantially 
the standards of the Russian people, and 
suppose, in the meantime, we have succeed- 
ed in defeating England and Germany, and 
consequently in depressing their standards 
of living. Will they not become com- 
munistic? Can we hold our capitalistic or- 
ganization with all Europe Bolshevist? It 
is clear that our greatest stake in this mid- 
dle period requires the success of England 
and Germany, and that this is jeopardized 
by our aggressive expansion of foreign trade 
in the open markets where alone such ex- 
pansion is possible. 


i believe that we should cancel all the 
war debts just as fast as international ar- 
rangements to this end can be completed. 
My reason is the strong conviction that ev- 
ery feasible method of strengthening the 
great nations of Western Europe should be 
adopted. Incidentally, this would aid in 
Solving the gold problem of the world. 

It is partly with the object of strengthen. 
ing Europe that we should keep our safe- 


home as low as they can be and still pro- 
tect adequately our own social groups. We 
Should also avoid stimulating new indus- 
tries here by tariffs imposed on commodities 
not now manufactured on a scale which is 
socially important in. this country. Also, 
we should avoid an aggressive expansion of 
exports, For this reason we should cancel 
the debts only if all similar debts between 
the great nations are canceled, and I should 
go further myself by making it a condition 
that England, Germany, and if poasible 
France, enter into international trade re- 
lations and agreements designed to prevent 
bitter competition and to secure c0-opera- 
tion among themselves in ways which would 
be mutually helpful. If Soviet Russia suc- 
ceeds for a genération, the restoration of 
these nations will be essential to the mainte- 
nance of Western civilization. 
We should make no effort to expand ou 

exports of commodities except where we 
have great natural advantages, or, having 
carefully considered the risks, in special 
lines, like equipment, where the foreign de- 
mand for this type of capital is large and 
persistent. We must import and should 
stimulate the importation of raw materials 
on an increasing scale. We should import 
increasingly special commodities where oth- 
er countries have a special advantage, pro. .

We now face the possibility that 
by inept handling of our export trade poll- 
cies for the next few years, we may bring 
about the economic destruction of England 
and Germany, followed by the collapse of 
European civilization. 
We cannot both protect labor and capital 
against world-wide readjustments and at tie 
same time build up a secure foreign trade. 
If we succeed temporarily in so doing, t'© 
later result would be a disastrous insecurity 
for both labor and capital. For social 
reasons we shall certainly continue to pre- 
tect home industries, as will the rest of the 
world, in the fears immediately ahead. _ 
I believe acceptance of a considerable 
limitation of our business to our own m4ar- 
ket is the only way to maintain our profits, 
the only way to maintain our standards 4’ 
living, and the only way to give other 
great industrial nations a chance.

mand for gasoline grew rapidly 
with the widespread use of the au- 
tomobile, methods for. increasing 
the yield of gasoline from the 
available supply of crude oil weré 
sought. It had long been known 
that from a given quantity -af 
crude, addition} oils of high vola- 
tility could be produced by ‘crack- 
ing’; that is, by applying heat and 
pressure to the residue after distil- 
lation. But a commercially prof- 
itable cracking method and appa- 
ratus for manufacturing additional 
gasoline had not yet been perfect- 
ed. 

“The first such process was per- 
fected by the (Standard of) Indiana 
company in 1913; and for more 
than seven years this was the only 
one practiced in America. ‘During 
that period the Indiana company 
not only ‘manufactured 
gasoline on a large scale,, but also 
had licensed 15 independent con- 
cerns to use its process. And had 
collected, prior to 1921, royalties 
aggregating $15,000,000.” 

Although the opinion does net 
mention the fact, it is interesting 
to recall that the inventor of the 
process was Dr. William Burton. He 
became head of the company, but

Cross-charges of infringement 
resulted, and the companies, faced 
with the prospect of costly litiga- 
tion, decided to adjust their dif- 
ferences privately. Contracts were 
Signed, under which each company 
was entitled to the use of the oth- 
ers’ patents, and each was empow- 
ered to license independent con- 
cerns to use its process, and a divi- 
sion of the royalties thus derived 
Was agreed on. Each was released 
by the others from liability for 
possible infringement in the past. 
Contracts Assailed by Prosecution. 

These contracts were the princi- 
pal object of the Government’s at- 
¢ack, although secondary allega- 
tions also were made against other 


panies which contracted to use the 


The court took up in order the 
Successive contentions advanced by 
the Government and by the de- 
fendants. 

First, the companies argued that 
‘the agreements related solely to the 
issuance of licenses. That they did 
not enter into interstate commerce, 
and hencé were not subject to the 
provisions of the antitrust laws. 
This contention the Court rejected 
as “unsound.” 

“Any agreement between com- 
petitors may be illegal if it is a 
part of a larger plan to control in- 
terstate markets,” it declared. 
“Such contracts must be scrutinized 
to escertain whether their effect is 
to suppress or unduly to restrict 
competition. While manufacture is 
not interstate commerce, agree- 
ments concerning it, which tend to 
limit the supply or to fix the price 
of goods entering into interstate 
cOmmerce, are within the prohibi- 
tions of the Sherman act.’* 

Pooling of Royalties. 

With respect to the Govern- 
ment’s allegation that the pooling 
of patents resulted in a pooling of 
royalties, thereby eliminating com- 
petition among the principals; that 
this tended to increase the royal- 
ties collected from independent 
companies using the processes, 
thus limiting the supply of gaso- 
line, the Court said: 

“There is no provision in the 
agreements which restricts the 
freedom of the defendants to issue 
licenses, and no license agreement 
which imposes any restriction upon 
the quantity of gasoline to be pro- 
duced, or upon the price, terms or 
conditions of sale, or upon the ter- 


ritory in which sales may be 
made.” 
The Government’s contention 


that the agreement upon a division 
of royaities “evidenced an intention 
to obtain a monopoly” was pro- 
nounced unsound. The Court re- 
marked in a distinctly approving 
tone upon the action of the compa- 
nies in composing their differences 
rather than resorting to lawsuits, 
and adds that “an interchange of 
patent rights is frequently neces- 
sary if technical advancement is 
not to be blocked by litigation. If 
the available advantages are open 
on reasonable terms to all manu- 
facturers desiring to participate, 
such interchange may promote 
rather than restrain competition.” 
No Monopoly Shown. 

The Government alleged that the 
royalties charged were -onerous, 
and that the necessity of paying 
them placed the independent li-

Takes Issue With Idahoan. 

E. B. Reeser of Tulsa, Ok., pres- 
ident of the Institute and head:-of 
the Barnsdall Corporation, took is- 
sue today with a statement yester- 
day by Senator Borah of Idaho, 
who wants the Federal Govern- 
ment to control prices of oil and 
its products, making the industry 
subject to regulation as a public 


utility. 
Senator Borah declared he would 


not consent to restriction of pro- 
duction without controlling the 
price the public must pay for pe- 
troleim products. “The fall in the 
price of crude oil,"” the Idaho Sen- 
ator said, “had no effect upon gaso- 
line except to raise the price. It 
seems perfectly clear that these 
prices were controlled.” 

“The Institute,” Reeser said, 
“will be glad to show the Senator 
that efforts being made to restrict 
imports and to prorate domestic 
production is definitely in the in- 
terest of the consumer.
